A rise o f abo u t six p er cen t fo r 
fresh fru its was du e main ly to a 
rise o f abo u t 13 p er cen t fo r ap ­ 
p les, reflectin g lo w sto rage su p ­ 
p lies an d a sharp in crease in wat­ 
ermelo n p rices. 
There were sharp declin es in

Past and Future 


A Harv ard anthropologist, Dr. William 
Howells, has published a book on human 
ev olution, past and future, which is creat­ 
ing fascinating conjecture in scientific cir­ 
cles. 
Dr. Howells contem plates two major 
areas of ev olution of interest to contem­ 
porary man: if a global disaster should 
wipe out mankind on earth, could human 
beings ev olv e again from some lower ani­ 
mal life, and would they take the same 
form the second time? 
His second question is not so gruesome, 
but equally important during this period 
when preparations are being made to con­ 
tact other worlds. On the many other 
planets in the univ erse which undoubtedly 
maintain higher animal life, what form can 
m an ex pect to find that life has taken? 
Both questions are related to the stres­ 
ses and strains inherent in the atmosphre 
and in the natural substance of a planet 
whose temperature and phy sical proper­ 
ties are considered suitable for the delicate­ 
ness of higher life. One m ay stretch his 
intellect in many opposing arguments con­ 
cerning ev ery turn in the crooked road of 
ev olution, but any conclusions that man 
could or could not duplicate his present 


protoplastic composition and appearance 
m ust remain in the realm of theory . 
The lower links between Homo sapiens 
and his multi-million y ear past hav e long 
since disappeared. If a new start were nec- 
essarv , it would hav e to com e from a dif­ 
ferent source. Scientific inquisitiv eness to 
the contrary , it is univ ersally hoped the 
occasion nev er arises for this question to 
go bey ond the conjecture stage. 
As to Dr. H owells’ second question, there 
is a possibility e a r t h m e n at some fu­ 
ture da’e will hav e reason to compliment 
them selv es on their theoretical foundations 
are probably 100 million worlds in which 
ev olution has forged equal or superior liv ­ 
ing creatures. 
Tf so, some day , som ewhere, man may 
m eet some of these beings. The odds are 
infinitesimal that they will resem ble Homo 
sapiens They m ay com m unicate through 
m eans imperceptible to man. He m ay find 
himself at the first contact able to master 
the situation — or not. 
He wUl be entering a world about which 
he has theorized much, but knows practi­ 
cally nothing. A great deal more thought 
and knowledge are needed before that first 
contact is made.

Finally , 
Ho pkins was sent to the Kremlin 
to make arrangem ents fo r what 
eventually becam e the Po tsdam 
Co nference. 
Ho pkins ex plained that President 
Trum an asked him. Ho pkins, to 
to Mo wco w because: 
“ . . . he tho ught the M arshal 
wo uld be interested in a brief de­

Past and Future 


A H arvard anthropologist. Dr. William 
Howells, has published a book on hum an 
evolution, past and future, which is creat­ 
ing fascinating conjecture in scientific cir­ 
cles. 
Dr. Howells contemplates two m ajor 
areas of evolution of interest to contem­ 
porary man: if a global disaster should 
wipe out m ankind on earth, could hum an 
beings evolve again from some lower ani­ 
mal life, and would they take the sam e 
form the second time? 
His second question is not so gruesome, 
but equally im portant during this period 
when preparations are being made to con­ 
tact other worlds. On the many other 
planets in the universe which undoubtedly 
m aintain higher anim al life, what form can 
m an expect to find that life has taken? 
Both questions are related to the stres­ 
ses and strains inherent in the atmosphre 
and in the natural substance of a planet 
whose tem perature and physical proper­ 
ties are considered suitable for the delicate­ 
ness of higher life. One may stretch his 
intellect in many opposing argum ents con­ 
cerning every turn in the crooked road of 
evolution, but any conclusions that man 
could or could not duplicate his present 
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protoplastic composition and appearance 
m ust rem ain in the realm of theory. 
The lower links between Homo sapiens 
and his multi-million year past have long 
since disappeared, lf a new start were nec­ 
essary, it would have to come from a dif­ 
ferent source. Scientific inquisitiveness to 
the contrary, it is universally hoped the 
occasion never arises for this question to 
go beyond the conjecture stage. 
As to Dr. Howells’ second question, there 
is a possibility e a r t h m e n at some fu­ 
ture da*e will have reason to compliment 
themselves on their theoretical foundations 
are probably IOO million worlds in which 
evolution has forged equal or superior liv­ 
ing creatures. 
If so, some day, somewhere, m an may 
m eet some of these beings. The odds are 
infinitesimal that they will resem ble Homo 
sapiens They m ay com m unicate through 
m eans imperceptible to man. He m ay find 
himself at the first contact able to m aster 
the situation — or not. 
He will be entering a world about which 
he has theorized much, but knows practi 
cally nothing. A great deal m ore thought 
and knowledge are needed before that first 
contact is made.

An Important Discussion 


On May 26, 1945, Harry Hopkins 
met Stalin in the Kremlin to dis­ 
cuss many very important sub­ 
jects. 
For some time prior 
to 
this 
meeting. President Harry Truman 
and 
Prim e 
Minister W i n s t o n 
Churchill had been maneuvering 
to get Stalin to agree to some kind 
of a S u rn rn i t meeting but Stalin 
had avoided a decision. Finally, 
Hopkins was sent to the Kremlin 
to make arrangements for what 
eventually became the Potsdam 
Conference. 
Hopkins explained that President 
Truman asked him. Hopkins, to 
go to Mowcow because: 
. . he thought th# Marshal 
would be interested in a brief de­ 
scription of President Roosevelt’s 
state of mind just p r i o r to his 
death. He said that on the way 
back from Yalta It had been clear 
to him that President Roosevelt 
was very tired and that his energy 
was on the decline ” Stalin pushed 
a s i d e this emotional description 
by saying that Lenin also died of 
a cerebral hemorrhage following 
a stroke. 
Stalin apparently wanted to get 
on with the business on hand, he 
known*# that Hopkins, him selt 
was a very sick man who had not 
much longer to live and had not 
made this long trip to discuss th# 
nature of Roosevelt’s death. 
However Hopkins persisted and 
reminded Stalin how much faith 
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Roosevelt had in Soviet Russia 
and that Roosevelt was responsi­ 
ble for initiating the program of 
aid to Soviet Russia. 
Hopkin* then went on to explain 
that since Roosevelt’s death, the 
American people wore not as en­ 
thusiastic about Soviet Russia as 
they had been. Hopkins said: 
“ Two months ago there had been 
the American people for the Soviet 
U n i o n and complete support for 
P r e s i d e n t Roosevelt’s policies 
which the Marshal knew so well. 
This sympathy and support came 
prim arily because of the brilliant 
achievements of the Soviet Union 
in the war and partly from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s leadership and 
the 
magnificent 
way in which 
our two countries had worked to­ 
gether to bring about the defeat 
of Germany. The American people 
at that time hoped and confidently 
believed that the two countries 
c o u l d work together in peace as 
well as they had rn war.” 
Hopkins m a d e the point that 
American opinion wag turning anti- 
Russian. 
“ He said he wished to assure th# 
Marshal with all the earnestness at 
his c o m m a n d that this body 
of American public opinion who 
had been the constant support of 
the Roosevelt policies were seri­ 
ously disturbed about their rela­ 
tions with R u s s i a . In fact, in 
the last six weeks deterioration 
of p u b l i c opinion had been so 
serious as to affect adversely the 
relations between our two coun­ 
tries.” 
Hopkins then explained the na­ 
ture of Roosevelt’s foreign policy: 
. . the cardinal basis of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's policy which the 
American people 
had fully 
sup­ 
ported had been the concept (hat 
the interests of the United States 
were 
world wide and 
not con-

fined to North and South America 
and the Pacific Ocean and It was 
this c o n c e p t that had led to the 
many conferences concerning the 
peace of the world which President 
Roosevelt had had with Marshal 
S t a l i n . President Roosevelt had 
believed that the S o v i e t Union 
had likewise world - wide interests 
and that the two countries could 
work out together any political or 
economic considerations at issue 
between them .” 
We come here to the core of the 
problem facing us today. Appar­ 
ently it was Roosevelt’s plan to 
have a two nation control of the 
world. The U n i t e d States and 
Soviet Russia would be the m as­ 
ters and all other countries would 
fit into place. Stalin made no com­ 
ment on this particular subject. 
Instead Stalin tried to get the 
discussion off on a t a n g e n t , 
namely that the Conservative P ar­ 
ty in Great Britain was against 
Soviet Russia and that therefore 
S o v i e t Russia had to have a 
government in Poland that was 
friendly to Soviet Russia. Harry 
Hopkins assured Stalin that”. . . 
the U n i t e d States would de­ 
sire a P o l a n d friendly to the 
Soviet Union and in fact desired 
to see friendly countries all along 
the Soviet borders.” 
Good-bye, 
Poland! 
Good-bye 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, and all 
the so-called liberated countries! 
At any rate, Stalin got off on a 
side - line, discussing whether Hit­ 
ler was alive or dead. 
So here we have it, the hidden 
fact, the suppressed item that led 
to Potsdam. We were assured that 
there were no secret treaties at 
Potsdam and there probably were 
no treaties — but secret arrange­ 
ments in the volumes now avail­ 
able.

CLEVELAND (AP)—Tht Army 
Corps of Engineers will send a 
survey party out on Lake Erie 
this week to check the final rest­ 
ing place of the oil barge Cleveeo. 
The barge, which sank in a 
•form Dec. 2. 1942, with a loss of 
l l lives, was raised last week, and 
Saturday it was moved to a deep­ 
er point on the lake. 
The barge was moved by J. 
Rodney King and Harry Doan, 
Salvagers, who had 
an $87,900 
contract from the engineers to 
either raise and move the Cleveeo 
or dynamite enough of the wreck­ 
age to remove the hazard to navi­ 
gation. 
By 
pumping 
out 
water 
and 
pumping air into the hull, the 
salvagers brought th* barge to 
the surface. However, plans to 
tow the Cleveeo to Fairport Har 
bor for salvage had to be changed. 
King said he feared the barge 
might s i n k again and further 
block shipping lanes. 
The barge today was resting 
about 12 miles off the shore of 
suburban Euclid, east of Cleve­ 
land, in the valley along the lake 
bottom. The engineers will con­ 
firm that the barge is deep enough 
so that she no longer is a hazard 
to navigation. 


Red Paper Raps 
U.S. 'Spy-in-Sky' 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
army newspaper Red Star has de­ 
nounced the 
launching of U.S. 
spy in the sky” satellites as an 
act of aggression and compared 
them to the flights of U2 planes 
over Russia. 
“ It doesn’t m atter at what alti­ 
tude the spies 
re flying, they re­ 
main spies and the flight of a sput­ 
nik over foreign territory is an act 
of aggression,” said Red Star. 
This was the first such blast at 
the Midas, Tiros and Samos orbit­ 
ing programs of the United States 
in the Soviet press. 
Red Star said after the “ shame­ 
ful failure of the program of air 
espionage, the United States is 
trying to use cosmos.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s TV talk tonignt, 
on defense problems intensified 
by Russian pressure on Berlin, 
will be m ade against this back­ 
ground. 
His talk should be tough. Long 
ago he expressed the belief it 
would be a disaster if Russia got 
the notion the United States would 
not fight for Berlin. 
He said it would be a g r e a t 
mistake to think the Russians are 
aiming only for Berlin, that their 
real aim is New York and Paris. 
Meaning: to split the allies, which 
would 
leave 
Russia 
master 
of 
Europe and isolate this country. 
It could happen if the allies— 
who set up their NATO military 
alliance to defend Western E u­ 
rope — chickened 
on 
defending 
Berlin, 
preferring to let it go 
rather than face war for it. 
Therefore, Kennedy tough talk 
to Americans, to alert them to 
the possibility of war and rally 
them to his support in stepping 
up defense, will be tough talk in 
two other directions. 
Hell be talking to the Russians, 
to warn them not to push their 
luck; and to the allies in Europe 
to stiffen their backbone by assur­ 
ing them of American determ ina­ 
tion to stand with them against 
the Russian menace. 
And if he talks about adding 
more divisions to the American

COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP)—Gov. 
Michael V. DiSaLle’s 18th veto of 
the session was sent to the Gen­

proved an act permitting cities to 
become self - insurers for work­ 
m en's compensation. 
The governor asserted the rriove 
would he dangerous to the com­ 
pensation fund. He conceded it 
might he advantageous to some 
large cities, but in the process, 
increase rates for smaller cities 
which remained in the fund. 
In addition, DiSalle t o l d news­ 
men, he sees a danger in cities 
becoming self - insurers because 
compensation funds for municipal 
workers then would be subject to

by

“ which always seem to be broke.” 
in wnnding up his veto message, 
the 
former 
Toledo 
mayor 
as­ 
serted : 
'Having been an official of one 
of the larger communities, 
real­ 
ize the financial problems that are 
theirs. Also realize that all m uni­ 
cipalities have the 
same 
proo- 
lems, varying only according to 
their size. If we serve to com ­ 
plicate the problems of the vast 
m a j o r i t y of municipalities in 
Ohio and only benefit to a m i n o r 
extent a few, the net result will 
be injurious.” 
The governor signed into law, 
among others, acts which: 
Set up a four-year term of office 
for school board clerks in local 
exempted village and city school 
districts. 
Make Ohio the 22nd state to 
adopt 
the 
Uniform 
Fraudulent 
Conveyances Act originally drawn 
up in 1918 by the Commissioners 
of Uniform State Laws.
